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Applicant's arguments has been fully considered but determined that the references of Shin (US Patent No: 6,661,181) and Jang (US 
Application No: 2001/0011980) still reads on the claim limitations as currently stated. 

As for the argument presented on page 2, in the 5**^ paragraph, please refer to Shin in Fig. 8 where Shin clearly teaches that the second 
transformer (T2) including a primary side (left side of figure) and a secondary side (right side of figure) having a first terminal (bottom of 
T2) connected to the second terminal (top of T1 ) of the secondary side (right side of figure) of the first transformer (T1 ). 

As for the argument presented on page 3, in the 3^^ paragraph where it is stated that Jang fails to teach or suggest of "sensing a voltage 
at a middle point between the second terminal of the secondary side of the first transformer and the first terminal of the secondary side of 
the second transformer," please note that Jang is only stated to teach of sensing a voltage at a middle point, which Jang does teach in 
Fig. 3. 

As for the arguments presented on 4-5 regarding the lack of motivation for combining both the teachings of Shin and Jang, please note 
that both references strives to improve the driving methodology of an LCD device. 
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
